It would not be fair to say 
that Drum ..is a profit-making 
venture — or even that it was 
designed to be one. It is 
more a labor of love than any- 
thing else. 

Two of the full-time staff 
members --editor Polak and sub- 
scription manager Collins — 
serve without salary. Contri- 
butors fare little better from 
a financial standpoint — $10. 
per published page. Unlike 
physique magazines , Drum pays 
a nominal fee to photographers 
for the use of their photo- 
graphs instead of "exchanging" 
publication rights for adver- 
tising. All other income is 
used to improve the quality of 
the magazine or held in re- 
serve for the needs of the Ja- 
nus Society of America or the 
Homosexual Law Reform Society. 

All of this is the way that 
it should be. No one is using 
the "profits" from Drum for 
their eventual retirement, but 
each contributor is paid some- 
thing for his work . The ex- 
cess income— which comes from 
the homosexuals of America— is 
reserved for projects that 
will eventually benefit those 
same homosexuals . 

Long-term subscribers will 
have noted the long-term im- 
provements that have been in- 
troduced into the monthly is- 
sues. Back in October, 1964 
Drum was printed on "book pa- 
per" which is notoriously poor 
for photographic reproduction. 
In those days, too, Drum col- 
umns had unjustified right- 
hand margins N The cover de- 
sign was too "busy Slowly 


the magazine has taken shape 
and, though - neither content 
nor viewpoint has changed from 
the first issue, the style and 
appearance of the book have 
assumed maturity.. This is the 
eleventh issue with fully-jus- 
tified, two column pages and 
the tenth with color covers. 

The number of pages has also 
increased from the beginning 
36, to October, 1965 's 40 and 
to the present 44. With issue 
#20 we added a cover-paper 
that was heavier than the in- 
terior sheets and, with this 
issue, we are increasing the 
cover -paper ’s weight even fur- 
ther for better color repro- 
duction . 

Over the last two years, 
circulation has climbed stead- 
ily as Drum became better 
known and more professional in 
appearance. Of course the in- 
crease has been gratifying 
but our improvement -directed 
efforts were not prompted by 
the concern for popularity. 
We feel that homosexuals, as a 
matter of right, should have a 
consistantly responsive and 
responsible magazine for their 
information and amusement. 

In some respects. Drum has a 
long way to go before it will 
be at the level of its hetero- 
sexual equivalents . The na- 
tionally prominent homosexual 
authors who have, to this 
date, refused to publish here, 
must find a change of heart. 
Ybung homosexual authors with- 
promise must be encouraged to 
write homosexual -theme materi- 
al and not convert it to het- 
erosexual themes to publish it.

NEW YORK 

New York City: "We were go- 
ing to call it Columbia Uni- 
versity Mattachine, but the 
initials killed it," quipped a 
student . The good humor did 
not cloud the objective, how- 
ever: a group of Columbia stu- 
dents, with the cooperation of 
their Chaplain's office, are 
forming America's first homo- 
phile organization on a uni- 
versity campus . 

Calling for the cooperation 
of "homosexuals, bisexuals and 
heterosexuals of either sex," 
the Mattachine Society of Col- 
umbia University has set it- 
self the task of representing 
Columbia homosexual students 
in their effort for acceptance 
as homosexuals into the com- 
munity , 

The first university group's 
first step was to gather mem- 
bers of the University faculty 
and administration to a meet- 
ing to discuss the problems 
of homosexuals — faculty and 
students — on the Columbia cam- 
pus .

Pontiac, Mich.: Inter -racial 
homosexual relationships are 
"so feared by authorities at 
the Penitentiary that men have 
to shower and dress on a seg- 
regated basis after work as- 
signments .

Chicago: A Catholic priest, 
Rev. Joseph L. Donahue, was 
critical of a Manteno state 
hospital official for allowing 
"a permissive atmosphere" at 
the institution. He was es- 
pecially critical of the use 
inmates were making of birth 
control in violation of both 
civil and canon law. 

The priest charged that ho- 
mosexual and heterosexual acts 
were occurring with regularity 
on a public golf course on the 
hospital grounds . In answer 
to the charge, a hospital 
spokesman said that sex offen- 
ders would not be permitted on 
the golf course until they 
"were well enough-."

Philadelphia: Police again 
instructed local gay bar own- 
ers to refuse entrance to per- 
sons in costume on Halloween. 
The edict, Janus Society law- 
yers say, is not based upon 
any specific law but is also 
not against any specific law. 

Until four years ago, gay 
bar frequenters were encour- 
aged by bar owners to dress in 
elaborate costumes for "bitch- 
es Christmas." Some even gave 
prizes for originality, humor, 
beauty and drag. Many homo- 
sexuals and others paraded 
through the center city area . 

There were only two diffi- 
culties: parades, without per- 
mits, are against city ordin- 
ances and Liquor Control Board 
regulations forbid bar owners 
to give prizes for anything. 

Police were tolerant of the 
situation until the parade be- 
gan to attract hostile specta- 
tors who were more inclined to 
hoot and toss debris — some 
brought just for the occasion- 
-than they were to appreciate 
the costumers' effort and 
skill. In 1962, violence and 
tension rose to near-riot pro- 
portions . 


Not without justification, 
the Philadelphia Police called 
for a cessation of the illegal 
and dangerous activities.. The 
solution to all the problem 
appeared to be the banning of 
costumed bar -going. Four 
years later the plan has ap- 
peared to work — too Well. With 
no hint of a parade or other 
illegal activity, costumes are 
still barred. 

Efforts by JSA towards a re- 
laxation of the now-unneces- 
sary edict met first with a 
relatively warm reception. It 
cooled quickly. 

Will police attitudes change 
eventually? Probably, but 
1966 -- the year of a closely 
contested gubernatorial elec- 
tion was clearly not the year 
to press the issue.

"I firmly believe," chairman 
of the Glenn County Board of 
Supervisors Ralph Colbert said, 
"that California has the fin- 
est liquor laws you'll find 
anywhere in this nation." 

"What we need is to vote out 
the Democrats and give the 
state good Republican morali- 
ty," suggested Tom McHatton, 
GOP candidate for Fourth Dis- 
trict congressman. 

All three men were speakers 
at a meeting of the Glenn 
County Chamber of Commerce.

GLASSBORO, N. J. 

In May of 1964, Prof. Daniel 
J. McConnell was fired from 
Glassboro State College. Ac- 
cording to his own testimony, 
he spent the next year apply- 
ing to and being rejected by 


100 colleges and universities. 
He eventually landed a posi- 
tion in Appalachia's little- 
known and impoverished Frost - 
burg (Md.) State College. 

What was the problem? Mc- 
Connell claims that people 
were calling him names and, 
the children's jingle notwith- 
standing , the names did hurt . 

For one thing McConnell 
charged that Glassboro 's pres- 
ident fired him "with malice" 
for conducting an investiga- 
tion/expose of a "homosexual 
ring" at Glassboro College. 
The firing, insisted McConnell, 
was retaliatory. The avenging 
professor also insisted that 
the Glassboro administration 
was sullying his reputation by 
improperly linking him to the 
very scandal he was uncovering. 

The College told another 
story. President Thomas E. 
Robinson claimed that his de- 
cision to fire McConnell came 
before McConnell's "investiga- 
tion" and, in fact, the "in- 
vestigation" was itself retal- 
iation for being fired. 

McConnell, in bringing a 
defamation suit against Dr . 
Robinson, also included two of 
his former associates at 
Glassboro, John H. Roch, head 
of the college's English de- 
partment and Prof. James J v 
McKenzie, an English teacher. 

Complained McConnell, McKen- 
zie called him a "pip-squeah 
and a psycho" before a *wmlber 
of students and faculty mem- 
bers. Testifying on his own 
behalf, McKenzie said he •re- 
called using the word bas- 
tard", but nothing stronger. 
He also said he wouldn’t; «ni«d 
doing it again. 

Another professor who, tes- 
tifying for the defense, des- 
cribed himself as McConnell’s 
"closest friend" from 1956 an- 
ti 1 ( Continued on page Zit 
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The Jacob Epstein Memorial in Pere La Chaise 
“Outcasts always mourne" 


Shortly before 2 o'clock on 
the afternoon of November 30, 
1900 Oscar Fingal O'Flahertie 
Wills Wilde -- wit, playwright 
critic, essayist and lover of 
boys — died in a shabby room of 
the Hotel D 'Alsace in Paris. 

The scene was not a pretty 
one. He had been delirious 
and hysterical most of the 
morning. At his bedside was 
Robert , Ross, a nurse, a 
priest and the anxious propria 
etor of the hotel. 

Three days later in the cem- 
etery of Bagneux, on the out- 
skirts of Paris, a small band 
of mourners followed the cas- 
ket to the grave. A service, 
in accordance with the rites 
of the Catholic Church, was 
held. Father Dunn, who had 


given Wilde extreme unction, 
officiated at a requiem mass. 
There was no music and the Ab- 
solution was intoned in Eng- 
lish . 

Prominent among the mourners 
was Lord Alfred (Bosie) Doug- 
las, looking pale and shaken. 
The cortege included five 
heavily -veiled women whose i- 
dentity remains a mystery to 
this day. There were twenty- 
four wreaths of flowers, many 
having been sent anonymously. 
A bit of grim humor was intro- 
duced in the card from the ho- 
tel proprietor — his wreath 
bore the inscription: "A mon 
locataire" ("To my lodger") . 

And there, for nine years, 
the body of Oscar Wilde rested, 
in a rented concession with a 


laconic inscription from Job: 
"After my words they spake not 
again; and my speech dropped 
upon them." 

Then, on July 20th, 1909, 

the faithful Robert Ross— who 
had dutifully awaited Wilde's 
release outside the grim walls 
of Reading Gaol, had witnessed 
his eventual death and later 
wrote a book insisting that 
the allegations against Wilde 
as a "sodomite" were false- 
had his friend's remains moved 
to the Pantheon for those of 
fame and accomplishment: Pere 
La Chaise cemetery in Paris. 
The Grave 

The cemetery is enormous 
and, upon entering the gate, 
visitors are furnished maps of 
the area . When informed which 
particular tomb is of inter- 
est, the custodian places an 
"X" at the site of the tomb. 

Cameras are forbidden* . 

A light misty rain was fall- 
ing the day I visited Wilde's 
grave. The grayness of the 
day was matched by the somber 
stones and monuments that 
stretched in every direction. 

As I wandered down the cob- 
bled streets and traversed the 
narrow sidewalks searching for 
the eighty -ninth division in 
which Oscar Wilde would be 
found, my eyes fell upon such 
names as Balzac, Chopin, Bern- 
hardt and, surprisingly, Helo- 
ise and Abelard! 

And then, at last, there .it 
was. The famous Sir Jacob Ep- 
stein monument with the simple 
inscription on its face: Oscar 
Wilde. There was a lump in my 
throat at the sight of this

last resting place for the man 
for whom the homosexual world 
especially must always reserve 
a special niche. 

The figure above the stone 
has been described as a "fly- 
ing Aztec Prince" and such he 
may be . Today it has been 
marred by vandals who have 
chipped at the genitals. 

My eye was caught by the 
fresh flowers on the small 
ledge beneath the figure. Had 
some mourner been there just 
that day? My attention was 
also drawn to a small, unat- 
tached metal plate with the 
word "Merci" etched upon it . 
What devotee of the dead poet 
had left this token of affec- 
tion? 

On the rear of the tomb is a 
long passage in English, out- 
lining Wilde's scholastic life 
and mentioning his colleges, 
his medals, his school honors, 
but one searches in vain for a 
mention of his works . There 
is no listing here of Impor- 
tance of Being Earnest, The 
Picture of Dorian Gray , nor of 
De Profundis . 

At the base there are the 
words: "This tomb, the work of 
Jacob Epstein, was given by a 
lady as a memorial of her ad- 
miration of the Poet." Who 
was the "lady?" Could she 
have been one of the yet -un- 
named, heavily -veiled women at 
the funeral? One who grieved 
in hopeless love? 

And, then, the Bible refers 
ence to Job and, last, the 
heart -wrenching lines from the 
Ballad of Reading Gaol; 

"And alien tears will fill 
for him 

Pity ' s long broken urn 
For his mourners will be 
outcast men 

And outcasts always mourne."

Burroughs, Grove Press, New 
York, 1966, $5.00. 

Jack Kerouac claims that 
Burroughs is "the greatest 
living satirist." He just 
might be and this murky, enig- 
matic, abstruse volume is pos- 
sibly The Great American Sat- 
ire. We can only wait for 
Kerouac to write and telL us 
what Burroughs is talking a- 
bout . 

Mr. Kerouac aside, it is 
doubtful that Machine will 
have relevance to all average 
readers and 99% of the liter- 
ary "elite." While employing 
graphic terms, they are rarely 
sexual enough to produce a 
soft-on . 

There is an occasional line 
of brilliance, if not of san- 
ity: "Whole tiers shift and 
crash in a yellow cloud of 
rust, spill boys masturbating 
on careening toilets, iron ur- 
inals trailing in a wake of

Michael Schofield has estab- 
lished, then, that a compari- 
son of homosexuals to pedo-

Collie's boys was scarely more 
than a slave. 

So when young Billy Garrison 
arrived one morning to deliver 
Collie's meager monthly order 


of groceries, no one in the 
county was surprised to learn 
later that Randy invited the 
young heartbreaker upstairs . 

Upon returning from his 
daily inspection of the trash 
cans, there Collie discovered 
the gaysome pair . Having 
found a shoe with good leather 
still on it, he was feeling 
jaunty right up to the moment 
he arrived at Randy's bedroom 
and tossed the treasured shoe 
at the boys .

On Sept. 18, 1966, a Con- 

gressional sub-committee re- 
leased testimony indicating 
that of 30 persons who either 
resigned or were fired from 
the Department of State during 
Calendar 1965 as "security 
risks," 28 were alleged homo- 
sexuals. The other two per- 
sons fired were: "nonhomosexu- 
al types, (for) things such as 
excessive drinking, bad debts, 
and excessive use of leave." 

Seventeen of the 28 fired 
men and women had service re- 
cords of five years or more; 
eight had been in government 
employment for 10 years or 
more; four were satisfactory 
employees for between 17 and 
19 J i years . They had worked a 
total of 210 man-years, for an 
average of over seven years 
each . 

Neither "nonhomosexual" had 
reached the five-year mark. 
"Preventive Security" 

G. Marvin Gentile, Assistant 
Secretary for Security, im- 
plied that the number fired 
would remain stable "for some 
time to come." In fact, the 
number fired per year has de- 
creased from 45 in 1963 to 32 
in 1964. 

Gentile explained that his 
department is now asking each 
applicant directly whether or 
not he is homosexual. He said 
that his department would "ne- 
ver" be able to tell the homo- 
.sexuals from the heterosexuals 
without "direct confrontation. 
It is surprising how many 'ad- 
missions we get." This new 
program of "preventive secur- 
ity" apparently relies on the 


naivete of individuals to Fed- 
eral techniques and regula- 
tions and on the honesty of 
the applicants. 

Unanswered Questions 

Several questions were not 
asked by the sub -committee and 
remain unanswered . Some are : 
In light of the fact that at 
least some of the homosexuals 
performed well enough to keep 
their positions for many years 
what was the reason for firing 
them? Is there any documented 
case of a homosexual violating 
security where his homosexual- 
ity was a factor? Is inciden- 
tal homosexual experience 
which researchers indicate is 
universal among males suffic- 
ient grounds to disqualify a 
man? If not, where does the 
department draw the line? And 
last, but certainly, not least: 
how does off-duty, private 
sexual activity compromise the 
Federal security system? 

Although it is often tacit- 
ly accepted that the answers 
to these questions would re- 
sult in a clear indictment of 
homosexuals as security risks 
and as otherwise undesirable 
applicants for security clear- 
ance , the facts do not support 
such conclusions . There is no 
reported instance of the se- 
curity of this nation being 
compromised through homosexual 
blackmail. The charge that 
homosexuals are more prone to 
talkativeness, alcoholism, in- 
stability and unreliability is 
most difficult to accept, es- 
pecially in light of the ser- 
vice records of those most re- 
cently purged. 
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SECURITY RISKS 


Mr. Slack. Give us the details in connection with the security risks 
during the past year. 

Mr. Gentile. This would be the calendar year, Mr. Chairman. Dur- 
ing the past calendar year we have dismissed 30 people who have left 
the department under this category. Two were nonhomosexual types, 
things such as excessive drinking, bad debts, and excessive use of leave, 
and 28 for homosexual reasons. 

Mr. Slack. What are their grades ? 

Mr. Gentile. The grades range from Foreign Service officer class 2 
on down to Foreign Service officer class 8 and several GS, the highest 
being a GS-14. 

Mr. Slack. Were they primarily in Washington or overseas? 

Mr. Gentile. X don’t have a breakdown as to their exact location. 
I can say that 23 were on the Foreign Service side and 5 were on the 

civil service side. . 

Mr. Slack. Insert in the record the grades and length of service 
for the total number of people overseas on your list of security risks.

PREVENTIVE SECURITY 

Mr. Crockett. We are trying very hard, more than ever, to do what 
we call preventive security. It is my feeling it might be easier to find 
them in advance than afterwards. We are having a direct confronta- 
tion before employment and after investigation by the security officers. 
We personally interview the applicant and it is surprising how many 
admissions we get to direct questions that we would never find out 
without the direct questioning because the evidence from referrals just 
has not produced it, but when we ask the questions directly they tell 
us and we are screening quite a number out of the applicant files. This 
will not have any effect on our statistics, I do not think, for sometime 
to come, but I think it is a worthwhile program and one which, hope- 
fully, will get the embarrassing statistics down a little bit. 

HOMOSEXUAL PROBLEM 

Mr. Rooney. It would seem to me, Mr. Crockett, under your ad- 
ministration you have increased the animus of the Matachine Society, 
the organization composed of homosexuals, to the extent they picketed 
the State Department Building here in Washington. Is that a fact? 

Mr. Crockett. Yes. They wrote us two letters. They wrote one 


saying we were denying Americans the right of employment, that this 
was unconstitutional, and they wanted a chance to come in and talk to 
us about this policy. 

Mr. Rooney. About this time each year I get a number of letters 
from these poor sick people. 

PICKETING OP STATE DEPARTMENT 

Mr. Crockett. And they said if we did not talk to them they would 
picket us. We did not talk to them and they did picket us. It was 
surprising, both sexes were there. 

Mr. Rooney. How many of the 28 were males and how many were 
females ? 

Mr. Gentile. Out of this group of 28, 26 were males and 2 were 
females. 

Mr. Rooney. And you said one was an FSO-2 ? 

Mr. Gentile. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Rooney. What is the pay and allowances for services abroad 
for an FSO-2 ? 

Mr. Gentile. It begins at $18,954 and the top of the grade is 
$22,902. 

Mr. Rooney. Was this the only FSO-2, just one ? 

Mr. Gentile. This.year ; yes, sir. 

Mr. Rooney. When you give the salary you are not including allow- 
ances, are you ? If he was serving overseas you would add how much, 
$2,000 or $3,000 more ? 

Mr. Gentile. That would depend on whether it was a hardship 
post. It could come that high, yes. 

Mr. Rooney. With regard to the FSO-2, how long was he in the 
Foreign Service? 

Mr. Gentile. He was in the F oreign Service a little longer than 17 
years. 

I might add the way this came about was through our reinvestiga- 
tion program, which shows the benefit of reinvestigating people who 
have been in the Department for sometime. 

Mr. Rooney. When you submit that information we inquired into 
earlier about different grades, you will also include salary and allow- 
ances, if any, and how long they were in the Foreign Service before 
you came across them. 

Mr. Gentile. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Slack. Are there additional questions ? 

Mr. Smith. Does this 28 include people who retired or resigned 
while unsubstantiated allegations were in the record ? 

Mr. Gentile. A few resigned while the investigation was going on. 

Mr. Crockett. It would have to be said these are not conclusively 
proven but to our satisfaction they are proven. 

Mr. Rooney. They are proven to the extent they voluntarily re- 
signed rather than face the charges ? 

Mr. Crockett. Yes. 

Mr. Smith. As you know, some people make frivolous allegations 
for the purpose of hurting people’s chances of advancement and so on. 
It would not include them ? 

Mr. Crockett. No. Nor does it include people under active investi- 
gation but against whom we have not moved yet.

CENSORSHIP 

Hollywood: The Motion Pic- 
ture Association of America 
has again revamped its "code 
of self -regulation" applying 
to production, advertising and 
titles of motion pictures.

WASHINGTON 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union has renewed its three-

The CSC's current position 
CDrum April) is that homosex- 
uals are categorically unfit 
for federal service because

Bruce C. Scott, 54, of 
Springfield, Va. was original- 
ly barred from civil service 
employment by charges of "im- 
moral" or "homosexual" activi- 
ties which were not further 
specified . 

In 1965, the courts ruled 
that such blanket charges, 
with no specific allegations 
to support them, were insuf- 
ficient to bar Scott (Drum, 
Sept . ) . 

In typical fashion, the Com- 
mission has dug up a report 
from one of Scott's former su- 
pervisors that describes the 
broad-shouldered six-footer as 
"effeminate". Possibly hoping 
to disqualify him through 
guilt -by -association, the gov- 
ernment is also "specifying" 
that homosexual activity oc- 
cured in Scott's home though 
Scott was not a party to it.

(Continued from page 10) bet- 
ter educated than the prison 
groups, though not as well ed- 
ucated as those who were nei- 
ther patients nor prisoners . 

Typical of Schofield's one- 
line, simple -but -not- obvious 
observations is that the HP 
group showed a marked tendency 
to live with their families — 
much more so than the two oth- 
er homosexual groups. Why? 
"It is possible that most ho- 
mosexuals do not leave home 
towns and migrate to urban 
communities until they have 
come to terms with their con- 
dition," the sociologist says. 
Possessive Mothers 

Dealing a needed blow to the 
birth -order myth, the HP and 
NP groups revealed none of the 
differences "that might be ex- 
pected" between a homosexual 
and non-homosexual group. Ten 
in each group were only child- 
ren; 14 HP men and 18 NP men 
were youngest children, etc. 
Of significance, however, is 
that 32% of the HP group and 
almost as many of the NP group 
came from broken homes . As 
will be seen, this is a much 
higher incidence than is to be 
found within the groups that 
were not involved in therapy. 
It establishes, again, that 
broken homes tend to produce 
neuroses in individuals, irre- 
spective of their sexual or- 
ientations . 

In addition to the nine in 
the HP group who were raised 
in homes without fathers, 
25 more said they did not get 
along well with their fathers. 
Six of the NP group were 
raised in fatherless homes and 
18 reported unsatisfactory re- 


lationships with their fathers. 
This incidence of poor father- 
to-son relationships was high- 
er in the patient groups than 
it was in the other four 
groups . 

Twenty-three HP men stated 
that their mothers had been 
possessive or over -protective 
when they were children. This 
figure is near the average for 
the three homosexual groups 
but significantly higher than 
the average of the two nonho- 
mosexual control groups. 

Early Seduction 

Throughout this volume. Dr. 
Schofield questioned the homo- 
sexuals about their childhood 
sex partners . Time and time 
again it was reported that, in 
the cases where childhood sex 
partners were known, only 4% 
were thought to be homosexual 
today. This figure is identi- 
cal to that of Kinsey^s esti- 
mate that 4% of all males are 
homosexual. It can be conjec- 
tured that no significant num- 
ber of males become homosexual 
because of early homosexual 
sex -pi ay --popular fears not- 
withstanding. As Dr. Scho- 
field writes ; "This provides 
striking confirmation of the 
theory that early homosexual 
activities are not necessarily 
followed by homosexual activi- 
ties when, the boy becomes an 
adult ." 

How Sick Is Sick? 

Homosexuals, Schofield re- 
ports, seem to enter therapy 
for one of two reasons . The 
first, obviously, is from some 
dissatisfaction with the homo- 
sexuality. The second and, 
surprisingly, almost 50% of 
the homosexuals in treatment 
fall into this group--enter 
treatment for reasons other 
than homosexuality. He fur- 
ther found that all of the NP 
were more like the second type 

1 ) 


of HP then the first. 

It was also found that, if 
it is possible to make a se- 
cure judgment in this area, 
the HP group was not as dis- 
turbed as the NP group . Such 
an observation would tend to 
support the view that the 
homosexuals who entered ther- 
apy were responding to a com- 
bination of social hostility 
toward their homosexuality 
and personal ambivalence. As 
if by confirmation of this 
theory, almost all of the men 
who classed themselves as 
homosexual , but who had more 
than incidental heterosexual 
experience (4's on the Kinsey 
scale) , entered therapy spec- 
ifically because of their 
"homosexual problems." If 
the social hostility were re- 
moved and the ambivalences 
resolved, it is quite possi- 


ble that these men studied 
would have no further need 
for therapy. They could, ac- 
cording to their individual 
preferences, maintain both 
kinds of sexual activity or 
eliminate one. 

Within the NP group, a full 
46% had arrest records as op- 
posed to only 14% of the HP 
group. It could be that ho- 
mosexuals are more willing to 
enter therapy because of the 
folklore classing them as 
"sick," while the NP had his- 
tories of anti-social behav- 
ior which would, it seems, 
indicate other problems. 

The very least that can be 
said for Dr, Schofield's 
findings in this area is that 
they do not add support to 
the view that homosexuality 
is pev se an illness.

Undoubtably, "Homosexuality 
and the Flying Saucers" will 
strike most readers as an ab- 
surd coupling. But, on fur- 
thur consideration, it will be 
found that there's nothing 
closer to the homosexual prob- 
lem in terms of the incredi- 
bility, dishonesty and misrep- 
resentation, the perversion of 
scientific integrity and the 
general smear approach . 

1) Homosexuals are popularly 
viewed as either effeminate 
swishes or sex-crazed degener- 
ates . Those who have wit- 
nessed the UFO phenomena, or 
credit them, are viewed as 
hysterical victims of a hallu- 
cination or hoaxers. (Let it 
be admitted that in both cases 
the smear is applicable to at 
least a small minority.) 

2) An overwhelming propor- 
tion of the thoroughly normal 
and stable types who, on the 
one hand, are homosexual and, 
on the other, have witnessed 
UFO phenomenon or credit them 
as of extraterrestrial origin, 
do their best to conceal the 
fact to avoid damage to their 
careers and daily peace of 
mind . 

3) The scientific community 
has lent its weight of consen- 
sus to rejecting the most val- 
id explanations in each case. 
One explanation stands on an 
empirical and logical basis : 
homosexuals are born with in- 
nate sexual attraction towards 
the same sex, and 3 UFO's are 
investigations of this planet 
by intelligent beings from* an- 
other world. Instead, scien- 
tists are strongly disposed to 


absurd dogma that fail to 
stand up on a logical base: 
the "making" of a homosexual 
of a previously "normal" per- 
son by parental action (take 
your self-contradictory choice 
between aggressive and cling- 
ing mother, or violent and 
weak fathers) , and UFOs which 
are called Venus, weather bal- 
loons, inversion reflections, 
secret weapons and mass hallu- 
cinations. Remarkably, in 
each case the "accepted" ex- 
planation is intrinsically 
more far-fetched than the re- 
jected one. 

4) Members of the scientific 
and Armed Forces community 
treat both subjects as pota- 
toes so hot as to be handled 
just as little as possible. 

5) In recent years, both ho- 
mosexuality and UFOs have had 
their outstanding figure in 
the rejection of all true, 
scientific evidence and in the 
persistence on his own absurd 
dogmas. In homosexuality, of 
course, the man was Bergler; 
with UFOs the man is Menzel, 

6) At this writing, in both 
cases there is some slight 
public disposition to accept 
empirical, logical and factual 
evidence, but it still takes 
unusual boldness in either 
case to "come right out with 
it."

I'm tired of hearing about 
all the disadvantages of being 
gay. I'm close to 30, have 
neither been arrested nor had 
even a close shave; both the 
quality and quantity of my so- 
cial and sexual contacts are 
improving; and generally thincp 
couldn't be better. Of course 
I'd rather not have to live a 
double life if I could avoid 
it, but I am no longer as con- 
cerned about it as I was as a 
teenager. Just for the re- 
cord, why don't you discuss 
the advantages of gay life.

Happily. By its very na- 
ture, life has its ups and 
downs, but there don't seem to 
be any more of either for ho- 
mosexuals or heterosexuals. 
The disadvantages of homosexu- 
ality are part of the popular 
folklore, but the advantages 
are seldom talked about--they 
are just lived and enjoyed. 

These advantages are more 
tangible than just recognizing 
that a major advantage to be- 
ing homosexual — for homosexu- 
als — is that it is, for them, 
the most satisfactory of sexu- 
al orientations. It goes fur- 
ther . 

There is, for one thing, e- 
conomic freedom far in excess 
of that enjoyed by heterosexu- 
als of comparable income le- 
vels . The gay male who earns 
$5,000 can afford a $15,000 
home . The same income can 
barely stretch to support a 
wife and children, all of whom 
would be probably overcrowded 
in a mediocre apartment . 


Two single males, or fe- 
males, can often share an a- 
partment enjoying luxury nei- 
ther one could afford alone. 
The principle is old: two can 
live cheaper together than 
they can separately. 

And there is, too, the al- 
most prohibitive alimony and 
support payments required of 
some of the husbands in the 
25% of heterosexual marriages 
that end in divorce. 

There is also freedom of mo- 
bility. If you want to move 
from one city to another, from 
one job to another, from one 
home to another you have fewer 
problems doing it alone. No 
one need be consulted except 
yourself. No one else has to 
be pleased. 

The third freedom is sexual . 
Heterosexual wives and homo- 
sexual lovers certainly offer 
the advantage of always being 
there when the urge strikes, 
but they also inhibit the very 
natural male urge for sexual 
variety. The ideal of course 
is to have a lover who is 
willing to permit you the same 
range of extra tricks he al- 
lows himself. 

The fourth freedom is affec- 
tional or personal. The het- 
erosexual marriage is weighted 
fov the female and against the 
male. It is often the case 
that heterosexual males feel 
and are, in fact, trapped in a 
marriage from which much of 
warmth and affection have long 
withered. The homosexual is 
spared these particular op- 
pressions . 


Is homosexuality, therefore, 
better than heterosexuality? 
Of course not. But to regard 
homosexuality as without ad- 
vantages is as inaccurate as 
considering heterosexuality as 
the only satisfactory sexual 
orientation. Each has some 
rather specific advantages and 
disadvantages and each, in its 
own way, suits the needs of 
those enjoying its pleasures.

LATE NEWS FLASH 

For the first time since 1964 on 
November 7th, the United States Su- 
preme Court agreed to hear a case 
involving homosexuality. Homophile 
leaders indicate that, regardless of the 
Court's decision, the case will have 
ramifications affecting a significant 
percentage of America's homosexuals. 

Although the specific issue is quite 
narrow — whether or not Congress 
intended to bar homosexuals from 
immigrating to the U. S. when it 
legislated that "psychopathic" indi- 
viduals were unacceptable — in Bouti- 
lier v. the Immigration and Natural- 
ization Service (DRUM, 20) the Court 
might make a pronouncement that will 
weaken — or strengthen — the Fed- 
eral government's stand that homo- 
sexuals are unacceptable as Federal 
employees in positions from the most 
menial to that of Presidental Assistant. 

The Homosexual Law Reform Society 
has agreed to submit an AMICUS 
brief on the question of homosexual 
non-pathology and to support the case 
financially.
